Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A discussion took place in order to better define the phrase 
"substantially continuous" as used in Claim 1. The attorney of record intended to have this limitation over come the 
prior art of Martin based on the ridges on the handel of the root canal instrument of Martin. The examiner suggested 
that the limitation of claim 1 , refereing to the coefficient of friction of the claimed handle being higher than mateirals 
"typically used in gripping ends," should be amended, as "typically used" is not limiting. It was also suggested that 
specifically limiting the coefficient of friction withing the independent claim may be beneficial in overcoming the prior art 
of record. However, any further amendments will be evaluated based on an updated prior art search . 
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
